As  it  could  not  be  expected  to  pay 
expenses  at  first,  we  submitted  a  condi¬ 
tional  proposal  to  certain  citixens,  that,  if 
a  sufficient  number  would  contribute  ten 
dollars  each  to  tba  enterprise  we  would 
engage  to  publish  s  paper  once  s  fortnight 
for  six  months,  by  which  time  we  hoped 
the  need  and  benefit  of  a  local  journal  here 
would  be  sufficiently  manifest  to  render 
the  permanent  establishment  of  it  possible. 
Though  a  number  whd  subscribed  never 
,  paid  tha  ten  dollars,  still  something  over 
four  hundred  dollar*  wa*  realized.  This, 
with  the  fifty  cent  subscriptions  and  the 
sums  derived  from  the  paying  advertise¬ 
ments,  carried  our  paper  through  tie 
promised  experiment  without  pecuniary 
loss  to  us.  But  it  tea*  a! to  without  rsmu- 
neritien  for  our  services  as  tditor  and  pub 
lithtrt ,  wt  hating  tpont  th*  entire  income  on 
tin  paper  at  we  had  intended  to  do  from  the 
ilrtt.

It  is  well,  therefore,  in  this  time  of  doubt 
snd  uncertainty,  to  cast  our  ryes  beck  and 
see  wbst  has  been  wrought  in  this  country 
within  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  year*,  snd 
take  courage  for  tbe  future.  It  is  just  ns 
impossible  to  stop  permanently  the  general 
growth  and  prosperity  of  this  country, 
snd  particul  illy  of  its  l  otituu  n  Ul  metrop 
nlis,  ns  to  arrest  the  flow  of  the  Mississippi 
by  throwing  a  dam  across  it,  the  rising  tide 
would  soon  sweep  swsy  sll  restraints  snd 
barriers  to  it*  progress.  And  so  will  the 
country  do  with  tbe  present  depression. 
It  will  be  but  temporary.  The  elements  of 
prosperity  snd  progress  are  too  intimately 
interwoven  with  all  our  condition  end  cir

eumstsncro,  to  permit  the  thought  for  a 
moment  that  we  shall  not  speedily  enter 
upon  a  reason  of  growth  snd  prosperity 
which  will  come  up  to,  or  outstrip  all  lor 
mer  experience.

It  is  the  opinion  of  many,  snd  you  daily 
hear  it  expressed  on  ths  cars,  and  in  pri 
vat*  conversation,  that  every  thing  is  too 
high,  that  labor  must  go  hack  to  its  old 
priee  of  one  dollar,  etc.,  snd  when  that 
has  taken  place,  we  may  begin  to  expect  s 
return  of  prosperity.  Now  It  would  make 
no  difference  whether  labor  was  Worth  one 
dollar  or  two  per  day,  if  every  thing  else 
waa  working  on  ths  same  level,  I  nit  they 
do  not,  sad  cannot.

BT.  PXTEKSBUBO,  RUSSIA, 

November  23,  1874. 

Mr  Dear  Mr.  Lyoh: 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  htsr  from  this 
strsDge  and  fsr-off  laud.  The  peculiar! 
ties  of  this  city  are  unlike  those  of  any 
other  Eufu|wau  city.  Geographically  it  i  s 
tbe  most  northern  city  in  the  world,  aud  it 
contain*  a  population  ot  about  eight  hun¬ 
dred  thousand — a  conglomeration  of  Ger 
mans,  French  and  Rusaiaua.  Old  Peter 
the  Great  tcok  a  notion  in  hi*  head  that 
he  would  plant  his  capital  at  a  point  from 
from  which  he  could  squint  seaward  to¬ 
wards  bis  enemies,  the  Swede*,  Prussian* 
and  Danes.  He  lighted  upon  this  mud 
hole  and  attempted  to  straddle  the  “A'eea,'' 
a  swift  river  that  empties  the  wster*  of 
Ladoga  (the  largest  lake  In  Europe)  into 
the  Gulf  bt  Finland.  Imagine  the  Hack¬ 
ensack  river  aa  wide  a*  the  East  River  snd 
build  huge  granite  buildings  on  either  aids 
on  the  nipfidnyf  hflTfr  |(. 

burg.  Nearly  every  house,  and  all  public 
buildings,  palaces  and  churches  arc  built 
on  piles. 

Old  Peter’s  house  still  remains  «-n  th* 

baak  of  Uw  Nava  opposite  to  tke  Wiatot 

Palace.  It  is  >  little  box  of  one  story,  and 
is  now  turned  into  s  miniature  chapel, 
where  arc  to  be  found  a  number  of  tils 
relics. 

It  is  something  satotuahing  to  see  the 
amount  of  money  lavished  on  the  churches. 
That  ol  8t.  Isaac's  is  a  perfect  wander. 
Next  to  our  Capitol,  it  is  probably  the  most 
isiufi/vl  building  iu  the  world.  Th* 
shs|>«  is  that  .of  a  Greek  cross,  snd  the 
material  uf  which  It  is  Constructed  is  pol¬ 
ished  granite  of  reddish  color.  The  im¬ 
mense  porch  on  each  of  the  four  side*  is 
sustained .  by  huge  columns  of  the  same 
material,  in  entire  pieces,  sixty  feet  high 
and  seven  leet  in  diameter.
